NEW STRAND.—T bis Theatre was last night crowded by a bighly 
respectable audience, the private boxes being filled by numer- 
ous fasbionables. Tarnation Strange, and Hercules, were 
acted for the first time this season, and went off amidst shouts of 
laughter and applause, crested by the excellent actiog of Ham- 
mond, Miss Norman, Mrs. Manders, &c. The last New Ballet of 
The Slaves of the Harem followed, in which Miss Rosa Green 
danced in a very pretty manner, TheBurlesque Burletta of Othello 
concluded the entertainments. Mr. Hammond’s laughable perform- 
ance of Othello is too well know to need comment. T. Lee, 
asTago,acts with some humor, sad MissNormao made a very pretty 
and gentle Desdemona, siogiog the songs of the character with 
much spirit, and lvaving nothiog wanting in the personation, 
even when we compare it to MissDaly’s original performance of the 
part ; this young lady possesses considerable talent, and will we 
have no doubt become very popular at this house.

ae a not much to say of the performance,which went gener- 
ally well. In ‘‘ Matrons and virgios,’ which Miss Birch sang 
finely, she was beautifully supported by the violin and violoncello 
of F.Cramer and Lindley. The siogiog by Mr. Pearsall, who has 
generally acquitted bimself well during this festival, of the recita- 
tive “ ’Tis well six times,” was out of time, and, with the false 
beating of Mr.Koyvett, greatly endangered the obligation sustained 
by the horn, trumpet, and hautboy. Caradori Allen’s ‘‘ Angels 
ever bright and fair’ was effectively given ; but whether from 
error, or from some defect in ber voice, she delivered a sentence a 
quarter of a mote fiat. Phillips’s ‘‘ Last Man” was sung almost to 
perfection. The motet by Fasch, about which I told you there was 
trouble in rehearsal, went surprisingly better than I expected ; 
bot, in order to keep it together, a resort was had to three con- 
ductors, Mr. Koyvett, Mr. Turle, and Mr. Munden. Dorus Gras’s 
part was brilliantly displayed by that truly accomplished singer.
